Ethical Ed Long, the junior senator from Mis­ 
souri, came out on top in the Senate committee 
investigation of charges raised by Life magazine 
that his official conduct as devoted to aiding his 
close personal friend Teamster Chief Jimmy 
Hoffa, now serving a prison term. 
At least a list of clients for which Morris 
Shenker, a Hoffa attorney, paid one hundred 
fifty thousands of dollars in fees to Long, is not 
related to an effort to save Hoffa. 
While there hasn’t been any proved direct law- 
yer-client relationship between Long and Hoffa, 
Missourians will have to make up their own mind 
whether the Senator has been influenced in his 
official conduct by his personal friendship with 
Hoffa. 
Whatever this conclusion may be, Long has pre­ 
sented an unusually bumbling appearance even 
for him in the events since the magazine article 
appeared. 
At first he refused to disclose the names of his 
clients contending it was unethical. There always 
was a doubt whether the mere naming of clients 
could be considered unethical conduct. 
He was not asked to disclose details about the 
cases or to violate the personal nature of the 
lawyer-client relationship. 
Long finally obtained approval of his clients to 
disclose their names—or at least he said he 
did—and he first described them as referral 
fees. 
This produced ugly talk about kickbacks and 
fee 
splitting--other less attractive terms for 
referral fees—and raised questions about the 
Senator’s ethics. 
L ess has been said about moonlighting on the 
Senator’s job by practicing law on the side or 
perhaps vice versa. 
This has been followed by Long’s denial that 
he received referral fees and the assertion that 
he instead was paid for lawyer services. 
Now the St. Louis Post-Dispatch charges that 
in at least some of the cases Shenker was lawyer 
and that Long was not officially connected with 
them. 
At last Long is not a full time Senator devoted 
to attending to business of all Missouri people.

Ethical Ed Long, the junior senator from Mis­ 
souri, came out on top in the Senate committee 
investigation of charges raised by Life magazine 
that his official conduct as devoted to aiding his 
close personal friend Team ster Chief Jimmy 
Hoffa, now serving a prison term . 
At least a list of clients for which M orris 
Shenker, a Hoffa attorney, paid one hundred 
fifty thousands of dollars in fees to Long, is not 
related to an effort to save Hoffa. 
While there hasn’t been any proved direct law- 
yer-client relationship between Long and Hoffa, 
Missourians will have to make up their own mind 
whether the Senator has been influenced in his 
official conduct by his personal friendship with 
Hoffa. 
W hatever this conclusion may be, Long has pre­ 
sented an unusually bumbling appearance even 
for him in the events since the magazine article 
appeared. 
At first he refused to disclose the names of his 
clients contending it was unethical. There always 
w as a doubt whether the mere naming of clients 
could be considered unethical conduct. 
He was not asked to disclose details about the 
cases or to violate the personal nature of the 
lawyer-client relationship. 
Long finally obtained approval of his clients to 
disclose their nam es—or at least he said he 
did—and he first described them as referral 
fees. 
This produced ugly talk about kickbacks and 
fee splitting—other less attractive terms for 
referral fees—and raised questions about the 
Senator’s ethics. 
Less has been said about moonlighting on the 
Senator’s job by practicing law on the side or 
perhaps vice versa. 
This has been followed by Long’s denial that 
he received referral fees and the assertion that 
he instead was paid for lawyer services. 
Now' the St. Louis Post-Dispatch charges that 
in at least some of the cases Shenker was lawyer 
and that Long was not officially connected with 
them. 
At last Long is not a full time Senator devoted 
to attending to business of all Missouri people. 
There is nothing new or startling in that ob­ 
servation. 
He has been grinding too many axes for pres­ 
sure groups, including Jimmy Hoffa’s Teamsters, 
throughout his Senate career. 
His devotion to these greedy, self-seeking in­ 
terests often at the expense of. others and to be- 
ihg a rubber stamp for the Johnson administra­ 
tion has been obvious long before the recent 
unpleasantness inked the paper of the weekly 
picture magazine.

WHITTLING: A PASSING ART 
Since man first learned to fashion a sharp edged 
blade he has enjoyed whittling. One of the deplor­ 
able aspects of what one a bit hesitatingly calls 
modern civilization is the passing of this art. Only 
a few dedicated whittlers are left today, and all 
good men should unite to foster a renaissance 
of the craft. 
There are two kinds of w hittling. A man can whit­ 
tle with a purpose. 
In pioneer times men and 
boys whittled implements for home and farm use. 
In cabins in the woodlands, men made bowls and 
plates, spoons and forks; they made handles for 
hoes and axes and hooks for hanging harness, 
and fashioned shovels and pitchforks. 
There is another kind of whittling — the kind we 
need today. That is whittling for whittling’s sake. 
After a noon dinner of fried salt pork, milk gravy, 
boiled potatoes, and a quarter of a juicy straw­ 
berry pie, it is good to sit on a box in the barn 
doorway and whittle for a few minutes before get­ 
ting back to work. 
A man needs a sharp knife and the wood of his 
choice. The countryman prefers straight-grained 
soft white pine. 
A period of leisurely non-pur- 
poseful whittling does something for a man. It 
calms and relaxes; it puts him in tune with the 
season and helps to dissipate tensions and frus­ 
tration. 
As long, smooth shavings peel away, 
a man can feel his perspective returning. Oui 
law makers in Washington should take up whittling, 
and after a session of oratory adjourn for an hour 
while they all whittled.
